5. BRIEF HISTORV: Artur trjnilerting hit cajiitiJ w Delhi Irom Agr^ in lfi38, Shah Jahan wmirenced die 
tonitnHnion of Shulijahaiubad. and a little Jaicn on the 16 April. 163';* he Ann laid the fhuncbrioiJ of his 
diaJel, ULQila ot Retl Fort. It tvai tamplcied after nine years in April IMS. The entire fiirt ir said to have 
c<jit about one emrrflf rupees, half of it on rhe palaces. The Red Fort, so ailed betaiue of the red wloux of 
ihe stone btp:ly used in it. is octagfiiial on plan, with two longer sides on the eor and wtst. On the north the 
foTT [$ connected bya bndge with Salimgiiiii,Tfic bridge built by lahangir to comiect the Salimgarh with the 
mam land u'as dcnioMed by Briiuh lo make way for the prewnr railway bridge. Salimgajlt. originally 
pmicctcd by nineteen hastloiis was built by Islam fihah Sur lA.D. 1345 *1554,1 also known as Salim Shah 
Siir ul rhe Sur dytta;^. It stood on an island close to a west bank ofVamuna. Recent excavatioris have proved 
that it was an ancierit site yiddliig !>aiiiTcd Grej' Ware, a pottery assodaied with riio mentioned in 
Mahabharam, Salinigirh served pui^josenf State prison where Murad fiukdi and Sulenun Shikolr wete kq« 
by Aurangicb. In A D 1756 Sliali Akm wi* alsci imprisoitHl here after being hlinded. The barracks were 
used by Britidi fur keeping in detention ibe war heniies Shah Nawar Khan, Prem Kumar .Sahgal and Guru 
Baksh Dhlllom hemes jil Indian Narional Army. It measom about 900 m by 550 ni. with irs rampartwdU 
covering a perinieier of 2.4! km and lismg to a height of 33.5 m on the town side and IW m along the river, 
t^tside the fanipam runs a moat, angmalb' toimctted with the river, Ttie palapcs lie along the myteni side 
of Eiir fort, while two imposing throe-scoicycd main gatrways flanked by semhoctagoiul mwen and 
consisimgot several apartmenHaie ItKittcd in ihe centre of the western and snurhcirt sides and arc known a« 
the I^nri and De^i Gates ropecilvdy, On the outside, ihe Delhi Gate is flanked by the statues of wo 
elcphantA renewed in i W3 by Loid CJurmn in place of ihcones which had been demoliilicd lung ages bv 
Aurangeeb. The main enrmnee tu the fnn lies thtotigh the I.aliori t late and the palaces are leadu-d through a 
ronfed passage, iLmked by arcaded aparrnicnts called Chhana aiowk and nnw used u shops. The odier 
(xirnons wietc ocigmaily occupied by the tcddcnca of tlie couTiicn and the minue. Bgih the gates svere 
pKivideJ later by harbicam by .'Wnmgzeh. llir tiiaster-buildcts of rhe Red Fort were Harnid and Almiad 
while die wmstruLiion was supervimd by superior officers. .Most of ffie bntidmgs m the fon were once 
occupied by rhe British army and bear scan of I'andalisiic acts iiillicted on them. Quite a fmmlrcr ofilie 
stTuctuieswcre in bad state and were removed after the Tmt War of Independence, 1 857.
